Municipalities in Its At­ 
tention to Youngsters 


The third play field with safety 
apparatus is being planned and 
worked out for the children of Mt. 
Prospect. This o n e will be equipped 
on the ground of the public school 
and will, for the time being, consist

We again believe it advisable to 
take the stand wTe took, when the 
candidacy of Mr. Williams for Pres­ 
ident of the Village Board, came to 
our attention. At that time we let it 
be know, that we questioned the 
residence of that gentleman as be­ 
ing sufficiently long enough in the 
village to entitle him on that point 
to the candidacy; namely one year 
or better. 
Being again confronted, in the 
interests of our candidates, with 
the proposition concerning your 
candidacy for the office of pres­ 
ident of the Village Board of Mt. 
Prospect, in the place of Mr. Wil­ 
liams on the ticket of the Progres­ 
sive Voters League; we are advis­ 
ed and on investigation find, that; 
the petition signed in your behalf, 
does not comply w’ith the provisions 
of the law7 applicable in that regard 
—in that petition filed in your be­ 
half does not state either of the fol­ 
lowing propositions: 
The name of the original nomi­ 
nee: 
The date of his death or declina­ 
tion of nomination 
Or the fact that the former nom­ 
ination has been held insufficient 
or inoperative. 
In support of this contention we 
quote for your advises the following 
section of the Illinois Statutes as 
found under the title of Election, 
Chapter 46, Section 211, entitled— 
“Nominations to Fill Vacancies”: 
“In case a candidate who has 
been duly nominated under the pro­ 
visions of section six (6) of this 
Act die before election day, or de­ 
cline the nomination, as in this Act 
provided, or should any certificate 
of nomination be held insufficient 
or inoperative by the officer with 
whom they may be filed, the va­ 
cancy or vacancies thus occasioned 
may be filled by the political par­ 
ty or other persons making the or­ 
iginal nominations, or, if the time 
is insufficient therefor, then the 
vacancy may be filled if the nom­ 
inations w’as by convention or cau­ 
cus, in such manner as the conven­ 
tion or caucus had previously pro­ 
vided, or in case of no such previous 
provision, then by a regularly elec­ 
ted general or executive committee 
representing the political party or 
persons holding such convention, 
meeting or caucus. The certificates 
of nomination made to supply such 
vacancy shall state, in addition to 
the other .facts required by section 
six (6) of this Act, the name of the 
the date of his 
death or declination of nomination, 
or the fact that the former nomin­ 
ation has been held insufficient or 
inoperative, and the measures tak­ 
en in accordance w ith the above re­ 
quirements for filling a 
vacancy, 
and it shall be signed and sw’orn to 
by the presiding officer and secre­ 
tary of the convention or caucus, 
or by the chairman and secretary of 
the duly authorized committee, as 
the case may be. 
Your name appearing ^on the 
ticket of the Progressive Voters 
League in the place of the name of 
Mr. Williams is illegal and con­ 
trary to law’; but regardless of the 
fact that this objection is available

Ants Never Found at 
Lots in Finding Water 
I 
In a thirsty land where, as some­ 
times happens in South Africa, a 
three-years’ drought dries up every 
blade of grass, the white ants al­ 
ways have water. The reason has 
been found by M. Marais, a South 
African naturalist. 
The ants are 
water-finders and well-sinkers. 
On a Transvaal farm while a 
man’s well was being sunk the 
borers came upon a tiny two-inch 
Shaft running into the earth. 
The 
ants had been there before them! 
They had sunk an ant well 65 feet 
deep to where water was to be 
found. 
Up and down this shaft, night 
and day water-carrying ants went, 
each bearing its drop of w’a-ter. 
It 
took each half an hour to get down 
to the reservoir, draw7 its water, and 
bring it up to the nest. Then down 
again it went. 
There appeared to 
be night shifts and day shifts, and 
the night ants worked the hard­ 
est. 
It may be true, as declared by M. 
Borel, the greatest living author­ 
ity on ants, that they are creatures 
working almost by instinct, and 
only to the extent of about 2 per 
cent by intelligent or reflective ob­ 
servation ; but when it comes to wa­ 
ter finding, tiieir intuition niukes 
them hard to beat. 


Napoleon Untiring in 
Work He Set Himself 
Many witnesses have testified to 
Napoleon Bonaparte's amazing pow­ 
ers of continued work. 
Roederer. 
who was his close companion dur­ 
ing the consulate, wrote: 
“He can work 18 hours at a 
stretch, it may be at one piece of 
work, it may be at several in turn. 
I have never seen his mind without 
a spring in it, not when he was' 
physically tired, not when lie was 
taking violent exercise, not even 
when he was angry.” 
Napoleon robbed hundreds of his 
fellow workers of youth and health 
because he demanded tot* much of 
them when he demanded from them 
what lie extracted from himself, 
says Emil Ludwig in ins biography 
of the Corsican. 
His private secre­ 
tary would be sent for at a late 
hour and would get to bed at four 
in the morning; at seven tile poor 
man would find new tasks ready for 
him and would be told they must 
be finished within two hours. 
Lor­ 
ing the consulate he would some­ 
times begin a sitting with his min­ 
isters at six in the evening and 
keep it up until five the tiext morn­ 
ing.—D eloit News.

Prompt Action on Part of 
Villages Necessary if 
Work Is To Be Done

D R O P WORK 


Transfer to State Would Mean 
Delay of Possibly Some 
Years 


Suburbs Build Pavements 
For Less Money Than 
City of Chicago 


A comparison between the pave­ 
ment costs in Park Ridge and Chi­ 
cago upon similar improvements 
was made in the Chicago press this 
week. It was shown that pavement 
costs in Chicago are about twice as 
high as in Park Ridge, where Con- 
soer, Older & Quinlan are the city 
engineers. 
This firm also acts in 
like capacity for Mt. Prospect, Pal­ 
atine and other neighboring 
vil­ 
lages, as well as consulting engin­ 
eer in Arlington Heights. 
The difference in cost was dis­ 
covered with the paving of Hign- 
land avenue, the middle of which 
street is the boundary line between 
the two municipalities. 
The cost 
of paving one side of the street 
was twice the cost of paving the 
opposite side. The village of Park 
Ridge paid $2.30 a square yard for 
its reinforced concrete, while Chi­ 
cago paid $4.20-a square yard for 
not reinforced pavement.

What 
recognition would be given to the 
northwest highway when the money 
is available, is a debatable question 
and the situation is alarming 
to 
those who were looking forward to 
a widened highway this year. 
Municipalities 
interested 
must 
unite anti collectively present their 
cause in such a way as to bring 
strong influence upon the county 
board, not allowing any stone to be 
unturned that will mean the con*, 
pletion of the work by the comitje 
The county has completed the 
plans and specifications for 
the 
widening and is in a position to 
push 
the 
actual 
construction. 
Prompt and united action i§ needed. 
The letter of Mr. Quinlan in ref­ 
erence to this matter is as follows; 
To te Honorable President. 
and Board of Commissioners, 
Cook County, Illinois. 
Gentlemen: 
I respectfully transmit to your 
honorable body plans and Specifica­ 
tions for the widening of a pave­ 
ment along the Northwest High­ 
way from twenty feet to forty feet. 
However, in view of the fact that 
there has been recently passed by 
the General Assembly of the State 
of Illinois a bill appropriating cer­ 
tain money to the State Highway 
Department for the widening of 
State Bond Issue routes I to 185, 
it appears to me that the obligation 
to widen this highway, known as 
route 19, now rests with the State 
of Illinois. 
The matter 
of 
the 
County’s undertaking at its own ex­ 
pense the construction of this road, 
is one that I respectfully refer to 
you for attention. 
I earnestly recommend that tho 
drawings of these plans he trans­ 
mitted to the State of Illinois and 
that the State Highway 
Depart­ 
ment of Illinois be requested at its 
earliest opportunity 
to 
institute 
proceedings for the awarding of a 
contract for the construction and 
widening of these pavements.
